97 PER CENT INCREASE IN THE

STATE’'S ACREACE IN 11
YEARS

——
Alfalfa acreage in California for
1920 has been placed at 954,000
acres by H. M. Butterfield, Super-
visor of Agricultural Correspondence
Instruction at the University of
California.. This is an Increase of
97 per cent over the figures given
in the 1909 census. Over two-thirds
of the State’s acreage is to be found
in Tulare, Merced, Imperial, Kern,
Stanislaus, Siskiyou, San Joaquin,
Yolo and Inyo Counties. Tulare
County alone possesses one-tenth of

Interest in alfalfa culture is also
manifested in the enrollments re-
ceived in the course offersd by the
University of California in alfalfa
culture, according to Butterfield,
During the past five years 1743 stu-
dents have enrolled in this course
alone.

LONG LIFE DUI; TO FREQUENT

Trucks, taxicabs and passenger

busses appear to have a longer life
than the ordinary passenger cars
operated by private owners, and yat
there is no difference in the quality
of their construction. Many in-
stances of passenger stages running
200,000 and even 300,000 miles are

operating on the roads every day
that are from eight to ten years old
and that have carrfad big loads for
100,000 miles.

This difference in their long ser-
vice, as compared with the private-
ly-operated touring car or roadsster,
is ascribed to the better care and
attention that the commercial veh-
icles receive. Many of the trucks
belong to fleets and after the day's

THE LINCOLN MEMORIAL
TH(-)BE who have vigited foreign
lands say that no other similar
structure compares favorably, In eithe:
size, beauty or location, with the great,
slmple and admirably-situated monu-
ment erected by the people of Amer-
fea, in the capital of the nation, as

kindness and the greatness of our
Lincoln,

Near the White House and the
Washington Monument, and between
the Capitol building and the National |
cemetery, this memorial Is destined
to become one of the most-visited of -
all the publie buildings of the world,

The hullding is 202 feet long, 132
feet wide and surrounded-by a row
of marble columns, several feet in di-
ameter at the base and 44 feet high,

In the center of the interior is a
colossal statue of Lincoln, In a seated
position. Including the base, it is 30
feet high., It weighs 175 tons. It took
twenty marble  cutters elghteen
months to carve this statue.

In each of the side alls are set
monumental ~bronze tablets—one of
Lincoln’s - famous Gettysburg address,
the other of *his masterful second in.
augural address, while between these
and the statue Is n row of 86 columns,
representing the states which existed
when Lincoln dled; on the walls above
are 48 memorial wreaths, supported by
eagles, representative of the states of
today. At either end is a masslve
painting—12 feet high and @0 feet
